and defense are air and sea 
bases. As the fighting ex- 
pands, the first thing the 
belligerents do is to strike 
for such points of vantage 


Infantry troops, on the 


whole, seem of little use 
now except 
to gain and 


hold such positions. With 
good harbors for warships 
and good airports for war- 
planes, supplies are assured 
and the air and sea navies 
can range abroad 
freely. 


The air force is used more 
and more for attack and 
the sea power is used for 
supply and siege. 


Mechanize'd 
army units 


have been used, too, with 
tremendous effect in this 
war, and will doubtless con 
tinue to be. The tanks are 
land cruisers. But they re 
place 
large 
numbers of 


troops. So for the millions 
of soldiers now under arms, 
there seems little to do. 


These lessons will not be 


lost on American strategist,, 
and tacticians as we pro- 
ceed to arm in the modern 
manner.

McCarthy, 
poultry 
husbandman 


for the A. and M. College Exten- 
sion Service and Nora Ellen El- 
liott, extension specialist In food 
rperaratlon. 
Curing the turkey Is the first 


step. 
Prepare 
the turkey 
for 
roasting, removing the 
tendons 


from the legs, and cool the bird 
over night. Then make a brine so- 
lution containing six pounds of 
gall, three pounds of sugar, three 
ounces of salt peter, and four and 
one-half 
gallons of water. This 


mixture Is sufficient to cover two 
turkeys packed 
In an eight-gal- 


lon crock. Should you desire to 
cure more than two turkeys make 
sufficient brine to cover a!! of 
them. Be sure to use an earth- 
ware. The size will be determined 
by the number of turkeys to be 
cured. Submerge the birds and 
welg-ht them down to see that all 
parts are covered by the mtxture. 
Then place 
in a cooling 
vault 


with a temperature of 34 degrees 
to 38 degrees F. for two weeks. 
Morn Instructions. 


At tho end of the first week, 


stir the mixture and change the 
positions of the turkeys. At the 
end of the second week remove 
turkeys from brine, wash In tap 
water, and place back in the cool- 
Jng vault for twenty-four hours. 


Tho turkeys are then ready to 


tie smoked. Hang them in a cloth 
sack made of thin cheese cloth or 
similar material and smoke for 
eight to twelve hours or until a 
good nutbrown color Is obtained. 
Good woods for smoking are hick- 
ory, 
oak, and pecan. Other good 


materials are clean corn cobs or 
any of the hard woods. Be sure 
to avoid resinous woods such as 
pine, McCarthy warns. 


In cooking smoked turkey, Miss 


Elliott says: 


"Place turkey In a utensil large 


enough to cover it with cold wa- 
ter and bring 
to 
a simmering 


point 
(185dF.) 
and then drain. 


Add three cups of water, cover 
and 
bake In a moderate 
oven 


(SOOdF.) for twenty minutes per 
pound. Baste occasionally. If cov- 
ered roaster la not available, strip 
with bacon or place a cloth dipped 
in melted fat over the turkey to 
protect the skin as much as pps- 
slble. Smoked turkeys are seldom 
stuffed but If stuffing Is desired, 
very little salt should be used in 
the seasoning. 
Smoked 
turkey 


may be served hot 
or cold. 
It 


makes a delicious cold meat for 
lunch or supper. Baked apples, 
broiled peaches and 
pears, 
and 


sauteed apples make nice garnish- 
es for these turkeys.

HOME CONSUMPTION 


DECLARED SIMPLE 


TEXAS A. AND~M. COLLEGE

—(Special).—Curing 
pork 
for 


home consumption Is so simple 
the layman may practice It with 
assurance of success, says Roy W. 
Snyder, originally moat special- 
ist of the Texas A. and M. Col- 
lege Extension Service. 


The receipe is very simple—a 


mixture of salt, sugar and salt- 
peter in the ratio of eight pounds 
of salt, three pounds of sugar, and 
three ounces of salt peter. This 
quantity would provide for 100 
pounds of meat. Anticipating in- 
quiries regarding the possible su- 
periority of brown sugar, Snyder 
says he used commercial while 
granulated and "just a little more 
than one half of the mixture in 
the first rubbing of the meat." A 
week later ho rubbed the hams, 
bacon, and shoulders 
a 
second 


time. The carcass was thoroughly 
chilled in cold storage before cut- 
ting for treatment. 
The small, 


thin pieces, such 
as 
the 
loins 


which had been boned, the top 
end of the shoulders, or boston 
butts, and jowls, were not treat- 
ed again as they had 
received 


enough salt in the first rubbing 
to cure them sufficiently. 


Snyder says tho thin pieces like 


the loins should be cured within 
ten days and the bacon in about 
two weeks, allowing ono and one- 
half days to the pound per piece. 
The hams and shoulders to keep 
through hot weather without re- 
frigeration ahould 
be 
In 
cure 


thrco days for each pound, or 
specifically, a fifteen-pound 
ham 


should cure forty-five days. 


To make It Milder, 


To make ham or bacon milder 


In salt flavor, Snyder says soak- 
Ing thin 
pieces one 
hour 
and 


thicker pieces 
like hams 
three 


hours in cold well water Is help- 
ful. 
After 
soaking 
the 
pieces 


should be hung to dry, preferably 
over night nnd then smoked for 
color and 
taste. 
Usually 
fires 


built on 
two consecutive days, 


"and 
not too 
much fire," 
will 


make the meat a bright lustrous 
brown 
Hams and shoulders can 


always stand u little more smoke 
than bncon mid loins. 


Snyder cautions 
that 
If 
the 


weather 
this 
winter gets 
quite 


warm before the sail has pene- 
trated to the ccnler of Ihe meat 
it may bo necessary to put it In 
cold storage.
